I recently looked back. over 
some of the stories and columns 
we have written on Piper. The 
adjectives we used to describe him 
are not flattering. We called him a 
loudmouth, we called him a 
troublemaker, we called him cruel 
and unfeeling. We even called him 
a coward. 

Rod Piper is no coward. 

In early August, in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, Roddy Piper was 
responsible for one of the bravest 
acts a man can perform. He put his 
life in jeopardy to save another 
human being. In fact, his bravery 
was responsible for saving the lives 
of many human beings. It is a story 
you may have already read in the 
newspapers or seen on television. 
But I think it deserves to be 
recounted here. 

Piper was walking down a 
crowded Raleigh street when he 
heard cries for help ina parking lot. 
Running to see if he could help, 
Piper saw a berserk man with a 
knife terrorizing a group of 
children. What would you have 
done in a situation like this? Most 
of us would probably either stand 
there transfixed by fear or run to 
get a policeman. Either way, it 
might mean the wounding or death 
of one of. the children. Piper 
charged at the knife-wielding man 
without a thought about his own 
safety. He was able to disarm the 
madman, but not until after Piper 
had sustained a knife wound in 
the chest. 

Soon, the man was taken away 
and the children were safe again. 
Piper did not even wait around to 
be thanked. In his own mind he 
had done what he had to do. He 
had done the riaht thing, and Rod 
Piper feels it is wrong to accept 
thanks for doing what should 
be done.

Flair 
knows all the angles. 


When hearing that he'd won the - 


battle and lost the war, Reed was 
outraged. He swore that the NWA 
belt had been stolen from him. 

“1 didn't ask for the extension," 
Reed pointed out, *Flair did. He 
engineered the entire thing. All | 
did was accept his challenge. I won 
the match fair and square. If I win a 
_ title match, I should win the title. 

"I don't care what some clown in 
the NWA office decided before I 
was born. That's no rule a wrestler 
would have written. A match is a 
match all the way through. Today, 
Flair is walking around with my 
belt because of a technicality. 

"Look, I hate to sound like I'm 
whining. It's just that I’ve never 
been so hurt in my life. l've dreamt 
of winning the NWA title since I 
was a kid. My dream came true, 
only to have some pencil pusher in 
an office tell me it is still only 
a dream. I feel like I’ve been 
punched in the gut by a 
battering ram. 

"What's more, this kind of thing 
cheapens all wrestling. When a 
smoothie like Flair can use the 
rulebook to gain some unfair 
advantage over an opponent, it 
shows that wrestling isn't really 
decided by what happens in the 
ring. ۸ man can use the rulebook 
to destroy the spirit of the sport.

AUL ORNDORFF EASED 
himself into the lounge chair 
and heaved d sigh of relaxation. 
It was clear that his bones and 
muscles were aching, and he 
probably planned on not getting 
up again for at least an hour 
or two. 

That pleased me. | wanted an 
interview with Orndorff, and | 
didn't feel like following him all 
over Atlanta. 

That happens sometimes. A 
wrestler will come out of a 
match with so much adrenaline 
still pumping in his system that 
he simply has to hit the nightlife 
to work it all off. 

Not Paul Orndorff, and | was 
thankful for that. | had become 
tired myself simply from 
watching him wrestle Jimmy 
Snuka. | -could only imagine 
what the experience must have 
been for him. 

Of course, there was more 
than physical exertion involved 
in this confrontation. Snuka and 
Orndorff were tag team partners 
at one time. More than simply 
tag team partners, they had 
been champions, holding the 
NWA tag team championship 
belts together. 

To see former partners, 
former friends, wrestling each 
other with such bitterness and 
contempt was a draining 
experience as well. 

And again, | could only 
imagine what the experience 
must have been for Orndorff. 

| asked Orndorff what it felt 
like to be wrestling against a

former tag team partner. 

“It's very hard to describe,” 
said Orndorff. "| have very mixed 
emotions about that match with 
Snuka. In one sense, | have to 
hate him, because he's my 
opponent.

Now 
DiBiase himself has gotten onto 
that same track that | used to be 
on, and | hope he comes to his 
senses soon. | don't like to see a 
good man waste his talents 
like that. 

“And that's another reason 





why it hurt me so much to be 
wrestling against Jimmy," 
Orndorff continued. '| really feel 
he is wasting his talents by 
staying with Albano. Make no 
mistake about it, Snuka is one of 
the most talented men in the 
entire sport today. He's got the 
physique, he's got the skills and 
the moves, and his experience is 
growing greater each year. More 
than that, he /earns from each 
match. Every time he wrestles, 
whether it's win, lose, or draw, 
Snuka comes away from that 
match with something he didn't 
have when he stepped into that 
ring.

Smart states. 

Hell, I just don't know where to 
stop with this guy. Then again, he 
never knows where to stop with his 
opponents. No mercy from the big, 
bad man from Borger, Texas. No 
mercy and. no way to defeat him. 

Scientific wrestling will never 
defeat Hansen, because his 
brawling tactics will just 
overwhelm you. Try and meet liim 
on his own rulebreaking terms, and 
you'll still lose. He's too big and

If you're a wrestler, my advice to 
you is just to stay away from this 
guy. No, come to think of it, no

They were tapes that were made 
and sent to Tennessee during the 
weeks prior to the April 5, 1982, 
wrestling match between Lawler 
and Kaufman.

Lawler was 
angry enough to send Kaufman to 


the hospital with a pair of piledrivers. 
Lawler watched these tapes 
sandwiched between Kaufman 


and television host David 
Letterman. The occasion was a 
taping of Letterman’s Late Night 
program, and the tapes were being 
shown to the studio and home 
audiences fo give them some 
background on the feud between 
Lawler and Kaufman. It was the 
first time since April 5 that the two 
men have been in the same 
room together. 

When the tapes were over, 
Letterman asked Kaufman why he 
had sent the tapes to Tennessee. 

“Well, 1 don’t see how a person 
could get so mad from that,”

Kaufman explained as Lawler 
looked on in disgust. “I think he 
[Lawler] was taking it too seriously.”

Wrestling Illustrated that Lawler's 
nationally televised attack had 
aggravated the neck injury that 
originally occurred during the 
April 5 wrestling match, and that a 
lawsuit will be filed in the Very 
near future. 

It appears as if the final chapter 
of the Lawler-Kaufman feud will be 
written not in the wrestling arena, 
but rather in the legal arena. It 
could be a confrontation that will 
cost Lawler far more than any 
pinfall would. []

Bruno Sammartino and Pedro 
Morales had been destroyed. 

Seeing clearly but still blinded 
by hatred, -Sammartino and 
Morales stood inches apart as 
Kroll concluded his instructions. 
He ordered the two men to shake 
hands. They would not. 

The action at first was very 
fast. Bruno looked good, but 
Pedro looked great. Instead of 
slugging it out like he was 
usually forced to against 
rulebreaker challengers, Morales 
utilized his speed and agility.
